Duke in 1821, Barnwell County S.C., that mentioned his brother John 
and also a brother-in-law, Micajah Hughes. 

In order to be sure, we studied other early wills which said, 
Minors 14 years old and up3 or Minor children under 14 years old. 

Jesse Duke, the Gr-Gr-—Grandfather of this writer was born 7th Nov 1770, 
(Bible record) He was 14 years old at the time of his father's will, 

By doing considerable research, and with the help of the will of Moses 
Duke, we have identified the "6 youngest children" maybe not in the 
order of birth, but with family connections.

Hi Jean! 22 Sept 1993 


I've had you on my mind for the last week or so and I open the mailbox today and have 
this wonderful information from you! Amazing! Things have really been looking up 
lately. My daughter (in Virginia) presented me with my first grandchild the 7th, an 8b. 
boy! I guess I'll not get to see him until they come home for Christmas though. 

I've had my son running for the last couple of weeks, picking up some of the items that 
have been located over the past few months. Note the spelling of the surname on Moses 
Jr.'s marriage record! Sometimes that drives me out of mind!! I wonder if perhaps 
they couldn't read or write and the enumerator, etc., simply wrote down what he/she heard 
pronounced? Anyway, he met a elderly gentieman (a Taylor!) while he was there at the 
courthouse and had presents of mind (and enough blank tapes!) to record the old gent. 
Seems he was kin to the Gardner's from Copiah Co. a "ways" back. He does say that 
they came from Alabama sometime around the early 1800's. My son recovered two 
marriage records, early 1847-1849, for a George Gardner (m. Martha E. Gillis/1849) and a 
Ashael Gardner (m. Martha Green/1847). It is possible that there was connection 
between my group and George Gardner but I believe Ashael to be from another 
connection. It does seem strange that Moses and Mollie would go so far from Perry Co. 
to get married, despite the age difference, unless one or the other had kin in Copiah Co. 
(Or her Pa carried a mighty big shotgun!!) 

Thave managed to "group" the Gardner/Gardener/Gardiner in Mississippi during that 
time frame. Group (1) of course is my group. Group (2) appears to be from 
Marmaduke Gardner. Many are documented in the book "Falling Leafs" so they've been 
the easier of the groups to sorts so far. Group (3) is the group from Gardiner's Island, 
NJ and are settled to the central and west/central portion of the state. Group (4) is what I 
have begun to call the Heinz 57 Group, ‘cause I ain't got no idea who they are. Group 
(4), consist of William Gardner of Marion County, James Gardner of Wayne County and 
the many others of which I am slowly beginning to discover. 

A Gardner researcher in Ca. recently notified me that he is researching a John Gardner 
who came to Mecklenberg Co., N.C. (Charlotte area), from Pennslyvania in 1760 with his 
parents, Jacob and Mary, and that he was a Rev. War Vet. He states that he believes his 
sons to have moved to the Ms. Territory after 1808 and that he has identified two of the 
sons as John and James Gardner. (Naw, no chance, TOO easy!) He is suppose to be 
sending me a copy of the Rev. War pension application and will. 

Also, on the Purvis side, I found that the mother of Issac Newton Purvis (Will Purvis' 
father) was listed as Mary Parker. Actually his mother was an Emily _.. His 
father James Purvis, married Mrs. Mary Haley (Mary Parker) in Marion Co., 1879. 

I called the National Archives this morning and requested the forms to onder info on the 
subjects you wrote me about. Hopefully, I'll be getting out more around the first of the 
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month and if you don't mind, I'd very much like to bring the forms down there and get you 
to help me complete them, as I've never had any dealings with the National Archives 
before. Boy, the old excitement is building again!! I'm enclosing some marriage cert. 
and land deeds for the my file at the library. Again, thank you so much for the 
information and remembering me!!

Welcome back! Hope you had a great vacation! I got a few extra things done 
while you were away. I found a copy of the Pension Application for John Gardner in 
Mecklenberg Co., NC. He is an interesting character. The application makes no 
mention of a wife or family and I couldn't find a marriage record for him in the NC area. 

I did find where A John Gardner had signed for a daughter, Mary Gardner to marry a John 
Kerr, 1818, NC. Due to the date, this is obviously not the person I am seeking. He 
did have a brother named James Gardner who apparently had three sons, John Gardner, 
James Gardner and William Gardner. I am trying to trace these subjects, more out of 
curiosity than hope. 

I copied the census (1790-1810) for NC/SC in the hope that I might be able to find 
something worth looking into. I did remember that there is a possibility that the surname 
may have been changed several times over the years and so collected all I could for 
Gardner/Gardener/Gardiner and even Garner. Boy I never realized that John Gardner 
was such a popular name during those times! I am confident that I now have the search 
narrowed down to only 173 POSSIBILITIES!!! ~—sIt should be simple to connect the 
family now, huh!? (HAI!) 

On your suggestion, my son and I checked the Washington Co. (Al) 1810 records and 
found what I believe to be my ancestor, John S. Gardener (A, 23). This accomplished at 
the state archives. I also managed to find mention of a few of the Gardner Clan in the 
"Carolina Genealogist" that gives me a few other leads. I found the property map of the 
area of Mecklenburg Co. NC that was annexed to SC in 1792, that shows that John 
Gardner's property holding on Bullock's Creek. _ I've enclosed that and a copy of John 
Gardner's Pension application to put in my files in hopes that it will save someone else the 
time and expense of looking it up. 

On a whim, (and out of pure luck!!) I found mention of Ashael Gardner, (700-775, 
776-810 of the Carter Papers V1) and since I have felt for some time that there was a 
connection between his family and my own, began to trace him. _I "believe" that I was 
able to follow him pretty closely to Rensselaer Co., New York! While I was that far 
north, I decided to act on another theory that perhaps my John Gardner also came to the 
Carolinas after 1800. (1 know this is rambling and probably sounds crazy!) So searching 
on, I found in the 1800 NY census index, a John 8. Gardner and also a John S. Gardincer 
and John Gardineer JR!!_ Boy, is this confusing, or what?? They disappear in the 
1810 census and are not listed in the 1790 census. AAUUGHH!!! I can not find 
anything near match in NC/SC in 1800 with the Gardner listing. 

Also managed to visit the Greene Co. courthouse and pick up a few things. I was 
unable to find a land patent/deed for Moses Gardner Sr. and was very disappointed by 
that. I hope to go back to the Tax Collectors office later on and try that approach. They 
are WONDERFUL people at the courthouse, especially the Circuit Clerk! She only has 
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marriage records back to 1875 and when I pulled out your book, "Who Married Whom in 
Greene Co." she went wild! I thought she was going to take it away from me! ‘I gave 
her your address and told her to order the list. I also showed her the other books I have 
in the area and she said she'd write as she'd like to purchase a copy of the WMW book to 
keep in her office for people searching for their families marriage records that she didn't 
have. I think she had the "fever" herself by the time I left, as she and most of the other 
people in the courthouse were crowded into her small office looking up their own families 
and following their property back to the original owners! 

Ilove doing that!! One of the things I did accomplish was obtaining a copy of the 
Marriage Record for Moses Gardner Jr. to Jane Hinson (enclosed). Please notice that 
the bondsman was J.W. Gardnert!  J.W. was the oldest son of Joseph Gardner, born in 
Georgia, 1830. I checked the "bonds" book in the Chancery Clerks Office and found 
that J.W. was a property owner and was a "cousin" of Moses Gardner! I can only 
assume that he was at most a second cousin unless he is referring to Moses St. Now, if 
these families are connected, does that mean that Joseph's father took the long route and 
delay in Georgia? Also I discovered that in your book WMW in Greene Co., ya'll have 
John Gardner, son of Thomas, married to Mary Jane Courtney in 1879. Actually it was 
Moses Sr.'s oldest son, John 8. Gardner who married Mary J. Courtney (marriage record 
enclosed). There is so much I need to tell you but I guess I better close before you get 
bored! 

I knew things were going too good. In my rush to check on everything I could (and 
get to Chatom, Al.) I was coming down the steps of the Greene Co. courthouse, arms 
loaded with material, and somehow became entangled with my cane (it often has a mind of 
it's own!) and I fell down the last seven hundred steps (well, it felt like it!!), landing on my 
pride! Thad to call my son and daughter in law to come drive me home. _ It looks like 
I'm stuck in bed for another five-six weeks. _ I've gotten so use to falling that it's more 
embarrassing than painful. (Help, I have fallen and I can't get up!) 

Jean, I hate to ask this of you, but I really need a favor. Could you possibly fill out 
the form 80's on the Gardner's/War of 1812 and send them back tome. PLEASE, huh, 
huh??? I've enclosed a stamped envelope for you to return them and I'll be glad to pay 
you if you'd like. [had hoped to come down and go over this and several other ideas 
that I've had but it looks like my researching will have to be from bedside until after 
Christmas. 

Thanks again for all the help you've given me Jean. You have been an absolute gem 
and I know I could never be as far as I am without your help. Please let me know if I get 
to be a pest!! WELCOME BACK, you were missed!!

Thad to cut my last letter to you so short that I thought fd best try one more time and to 
thank you again for your last letter! ‘That was the first that I had heard of the Walley 
Family and as you can imagine, I was very excited by the prospect of having a new 
connection to focus on!! Thad already searched the Georgia Passports but without any 
other family names or dates, you know what a fiasco that can tur out to be. I was 
surprised to learn of the Walley brother that married in Lawrence County, as I've suspected 
that William Gardner, from the Adams/Copiah (old Hinds) and finally Marion County was 
connected to the my group of Gardner's. Perhaps this could be a icad in connecting the 
groups. ‘I've given up on speculating anything, I guess it ali comes right down to good 
old fashioned research. 

I have found that one of William's sons and a grandson (Marion County records) was 
named John S. also, so perhaps I'm closer to tying up that group. There were two 
Gardner families in Copiah (actually three, counting William's brief stay), George Gardiner 
and Asheal Gardener. | believe that Asheal's group will eventually prove to be a 
connection also. Part of George's group eventually moved into the Jones County area 
and part of Asheal's group settled in Marion, Covington Co. Since one of Asheal’s sons 
was named Dock Gardner, and since it is such an unusal name, and that he was living in 
Covington County (CW records) it is possible that Moses Ir. narned his first born son after 
him, Johnnie Dock Gardner. Til reserve my thoughts on that though until I have further 
evidence of the connection to the groups. 

On the forms from the National Archives, I've only received the two on the William 
Gardner's so far. They returned the Form 80 for the John Gardner with the Sgt. William 
Gardner record. I don't know if that was a mistake or if they were unable to find the 
record for John Gardner. | intend to write them and send another Form 80 for the John 
Gardner record after the first of the year. I was unable to gather much info from the 
records and hope that you will have better luck with them. When the record for John 
Gardner comes in, I'll send it along also. 

I have found these records in the Georgia Land Lottery Books of 1805-07. 1 don't 
know if any of this information is vital to my group or not but I thought I'd send it along. 
These are for the counties of Baldwin, Wayne and Wilkerson. (B= Lost P=Won)

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seem to have lost it. Hopefully it will turn up again! ~My "organization" is shot! I 
have reference material piled in every corner of this room! 

Tn the Index to War of 1812 Service Records for Volunteer Soldiers From Georgia, I 
found the following: | Gardner, John, Pvt. Jone's 4th Reg. Also Garner, John, 
Pvt., Fews' 3rd Reg. ‘I realize this is a long shot, but do you think it would be worth 
recovering the Gardner record? The information for the above info came from the 
Genealogical Lending Library in Georgia. 

Well, this is about all I can cram into an envelope at this time. I have much more on 
the families of N.C.-8.C. and will try to send that along later. Is there anyway that I 
could use any of the above info, or should J just file it away until something definate turns 
up?

Apparently 
the Smith County workers are as suspicious of strangers as their Lamar County 
counterparts. 
Perhaps one day I can go visit that area for nvvself. 

limade my first trip to the State Archives yesterday! After an carly appointment at 
the V.A. Hospital, I was able to convince my son to take me by for "just a few mins". T 
was able to sireich those few mins. into three hours. Talk about a grown man acting like 
a kid in a toy store at Christmas time!! I've spent months preparing mry notes, etc. for 
my first trip to a research cenier but since this trip was unplanned, | didd't have my notes 
with me! It wouldn't have really mattered, 1 was so excited they would gone oul the 
window anyway. I managed to get in most of the census’ for the Gardner's noting where 
they were in each one and their neighbors. 1 think I made a good amount of progress 
considering my time limitation and it being my first trip. I found a record of my great 
exandfather, Mose Jr. and discovered that he was employed by the Stonewall Factory in 
Stonewall, Clarke County. There was a record of birth for the son Jolumie listed on the 
1906 census, as being born to Moses and Henrictta Gardner at the Stonewall Factory 
Clint in 1288. This confirmed my three marriage theory but the records also mentioned 
im another location that there were two children living in the houschold so now I wonder if 
he possibly had two children with her or if this could have been the child of Jane Hinson, 
(The first wifc) G.M., mentioned in ihe 1880 census. 1 also wonder what happened to 
the first two wives!! Oh well, that's something to work on later. 

Probably the most important thing | found was a death record for a John S. Gardner im 
Greene County in 1924. Tihs was in the 1912-1929 death record index. Since I 
learned from you that my ancestor was probably a John 8. Gardner also, [I assumed that 
ihis may be either a son or nephew of my older Moses Gardner. [I was interested enough 
ie order his death certificate to sce what information I could gather from it. Hopefully 
ill be here by this weekend.

I'm forwarding a copy of the death certificate for John S. Gardner. He was the oldest 
son of Moses Gardner Sr., of Greene Co. John was the older brother of my Moses (Jr) 
and was born 8 Sept. 1846. I had hoped to find out who his mother was but as you can 
see, his son, who reported the information obviously didnt know either and I cant read the 
information he put down and then crossed out. I had hoped that he might have put 
Moses second wife, Mary, who was my Moses mother, down by accident. 

I'm not getting around quite as much the last few days. Guess I've been pushing 
myself a bit too hard. I received your book "Greene County tax rolls- 1822-1847 and 
1850-1880 agicuitural census. Ido have some question. on page two, John S$. Gardner 
is listed as: Fract. 4c 50a $150. Chick. River US. I'm curious, what does the US 
stand for? Could this be a land srant? I notice that it's on the Chickasawhay River. 
Also he is listed as not paying the White Poli Tax. Is he squatting on the land? It 
doesnt seem practical that he would be over 50 since he is still producing children as late as 
1830. I guess I'm just trying to find somewhere to start looking. I had run the idea that 
he might possibly be half indian but Pat said that she has no knowledge of the Gardner's 
ever being mixed with Indian blood. I had noticed a James Gardner (half breed) listed in 
the Choctaw Trading Post, St. Stephens Book, I had ordered from you, in 1810 and 
thought that this might possibly be a brother of my John S. Sr. 

Oh well, guess I'm just getting desperate. Anyway, thought you might be interested in 
the death certificate so I better get it off to you. Thanks for the help.

If 1 have improved or 
made progress over the past few months, the credit goes to you for all the help you've 
given. 

I'm still gathering material here at the county courthouse. It seems I learn something 
new each time go there. The Chancery Clerk is a good childhood friend of mine and has 
given me "free run” of his office (it may never be the same!). _I finally obtained a copy of 
the homestead patent for my gegrandfather, Daniel Boon and a copy of the property sale 
by his wife, Sarah Ann and signed by all the children. _Alll of the male children had also 
obtained homestead patents and I have copies of these. I'll send you copies after you 
get back from vacation. 

I'm enclosing a copy of the E-Mail from the Gardner researcher from California. 

Note that he's suddenly "misplaced" the pension application for John Gardner in NC/SC! 
My second cousin is a member of DAR (her line) and helped me earlier on in discovering 
the James Gardner he mentions. | He was born 1 Oct 1754, Randolph Co., NC, and 
married Elizabeth . In 1853, one of the children was a Dolphin Gardner. His 
pension # is R-3908, bet he apparently was rejected. 

The only other "possible" that I have found in NC was another James Gardner,NY/NY, 
from Hanover Co., NC, and dec., prior to Oct 1816. | His parents were Job and Hannah 
Gardner of Stephentown Co., NY. Bros. & Sisters, heir at law, Daniel Gardner, Job B. 
Gardner, Mary, wife of Jonathan Howard, Phebe, wife of Lionel Udell, all residing in NY. 
His bounty land warrant was #668-200. 

I haven"t found any possible connection between these families and my own as yet but 
I've filed it away in case something should turn up later. _ I haven't been able to find 
anything in Alabama yet, but I sent an order to Ben this morning for the Washington 
Co.,AL book. Ihope to make it to the State Archives in Montgomery some day. 1 
think there is a research center at Mobile but I haven't been able to confirm that yet. 

I desperately want to get to the courthouse at Greene County and see what I can turn up 
over there. If there was a will/probate for Moses Sr. 'd VERY much like to see it! 

Til wait until November to come down there. I'd like to plan on at least a couple of 
days for research. Have a GREAT vacation, and again thanks for everything!

You were right on target with the Gardner"s!! I noticed that Mose(s) Gardner (Jr.) 
was married twice. First to a Jane Hinson in Greene County, second to a Mollie Taylor 
in Copiah County. Do you think that it is possible that he may have been married a 
THIRD time? _A friend found a record of a marriage between Moses and a Henrietta 
Bolton in Clarke County in 1885 and I notice that you have also made a note of it. I 
know from my uncles birth certifcaie that my prandfather, Fred, was born in Clarke Co. in 
1892 to Moses and Molly. Iremember as a child, overhearing my grandmother 
(paternal, the only grandparent still living when I was born) telling her sister that one of 
Moses "indian" sons from Leaksville, had come to vist her the day before. She would 
not talk to any of us grandchildren about the Gardner side at all and literally hated my 
gerandmother, Mollie. She did however make each of us learn by rote the Boone 
family. (Her sidet!) At the time I always thought it was punishment but now I'm glad 
she was so strict. (My father once said he thought it was punishment too until she started 
using a hickory stick!) 

On the Purvis's side, a friend brought by a copy of the 1860 Smith County census with 
a listing for a T.J. Purvis 1 belive that is correct although I'm not too good at deciphering | 
old style handwriting yet). | Under this listing was a Newton age 6, which would have; 
been probably correct for Issac Newton Purvis at that time. Since this is the only LN. 
Purvis he could find in the state of Mississippi or Alabama at that time, I assume that this 
must be my gerandfather. | Problem, on his death certifcate his father/mother is listed as 
"Jim" Purvis born in Miss. to a Mary Parker born in Lousiana. On the census, the wife 
is listedasaEmily —_—s from N.C. ! — Could this have been an error or could my 
grandfather (Will Purvis) his son have made a mistake? 

Thank you very much for including the names and addresses of people interested in 
this group of people! My physical inability to research for myself over the past few years 
have been frustrating. I would not have made it if it were not for the kindness of 
professionals like yourself and the few meager contacts I have made and become good 
friends with, § Thankfully, I have made a great deal of progress in the past few months 
with the help of physical therapist (Torture Maidens!!) and some surgery. I can walk 
some now and am leaving the house for a couple of hours everyday. My main problem is 
transportation. _I've relied on my son to carry me where I needed to go since he got his 
license but now that he is getting married I have to learn to drive all over again. 

Hopefully I'll be able to meet you in person in a few months and use your library 
resources!! 

Tam very interested in the Gardner problem and if you can suggest anything I might do 
I would be very grateful. Again, thank you so much for all that you did! —_It is truly 
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appreciated. Iam enclosing my charts that are up to date and a copy of the Smith Co. 
census. I have not received PAF yet and am still using Family Tree by Sofidisk so I 
apoligize for the poor quality. I'm also including copies of death certificates on my 
grandparents and gerandparents where available. Please feel free to use this information 
any way you'd like if you think it might help.
